Group IV, claim(s) 9, 13, 16-18, 24, 27, 28, 30, 32 and 33, drawn to a laminate 
comprising film of polymer of claim 1 bonded to another base layer (non-fluororesin). 

Group V, claim(s) 19 and 25, drawn to a laminate comprising film of polymer of claim 1 
bonded to a fluororesin. 

Group VI, claim(s) 1 1 and 26, drawn to a photocurable acrylic resin film. 

Group VII, claim(s) 29 and 31 , drawn to a method of making injection molded laminated 
article. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-VII do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: while the special 
technical feature is a multilayer structure polymer prepared by the sequential 
polymerization.
